Ths Protestant Reformation launched by Martin Luther, as | read.the record, finally resolved itself 
into an Issue of abuses, theology and dogma, The rulers of the Germanic states expected something more, 
for they had long been obstructed in governing their territories by the ruthless, political, secular ambitions 
of the Popes who have ever claimed superiorlty over secular rulers. Henry IV of Germany, who was forc- 
ed to humiliate himself-by marching across the Alps in the snow, barefooted, to beg the Pope for forgive- 
ness for daring to rule his own territories as he saw fit, is merely one example. The secular revolt was 
lost, the Papacy retained its secular powers, Its authority was reconfirmed by the Treaty of Vienna In 
1815, and Its violences against secular states has continued to this day, as demonstrated by its control 


‘ over Adenauer in Germany, Franco in Spain, the dictators in Latin America, and political subversion 


of our Constitutional freedoms in the United States. 

From my own observation the leadership of Protestant churches has not moved beyond the line of 
orthodoxy drawn by Martin Luther, revolutionary and necessary as was that first step. You fight for 
religtous freedom as expressed in the narrow field of conflict over funds for Roman Catholic parochial 
schools. The Roman Catholics do, indeed, have a right to their own school ‘system, as have the 7~Day 
Adventists and others, but not at the price of subversion of our Constitution. This is the fundamental 
principle involved, and not that of public funds. As to financial costs of parochial schools to taxpayers, 
under the provisions of our Constitution your Mathodist Church has no more legal right to tax. exemptions 
on church properties than the Roman Catholic Church hds to funds for parochial schools. There can never 
be tax exemptions for any favored group. Someone must always pay. Tax exemptions become tax ev- 
asions. In the case of legislation favoring religious organizations, this is prohibited by the Constitution. 
Thus, the rest of us pay taxes on illegal tax exemptions for all religious bodies. 

You are an expert in the field, and know that the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX, which every 
Roman Catholic priest, nun and layman must follow under penalty of excommunication, condemns by 
deliberate intent every freedom established by our Bill of Rights. (* ) You know that this stand of 
the Vatican is directed against our secular institutions, and not primarily against religious freedom. 
You know that priests and nuns teaching in parochial schools, who yield thelr freedoms to a theocratic 
dictatorship, have no understanding of American standards of personal liberty, are still indoctrinated in 
Medieval clericalism, and are prohibited from teaching such standards of freedom. You know that mil- 
lions of young citizens of the United States attending Roman Catholic parochial schools are subjected 
to Indoctrination In philosophies subversive of such freedoms in the formative years of their lives, and 
are then formed Into Roman Catholic youth movements. Thereafter they can never be integrated fully 
Into our free soclety, but constitute a self-exclusive "bloc" which has, throughout the years and under 
the militant domination of the Jesuits, the Knights of Columbus, and other unAmerican organizations 
within the Roman Catholic Church, occupied itself with establishing a "Catholic" cast to our free so- 
ciety, which cannot be reconciled with the spirit of freedom upon. which our government was founded. 

You cannot, therefore ~ if you cherish freedom of religion ( nor can Protestantism nor any other 
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
